A “bull market” in rare books and

Rare and unique Dickens items 
were responsible for the total of 
$273,952.50 attained by last night’s 
sale. Of this total, $252,540 was 
brought by 113 Dickens items alone. 
Just what was the high figure 
hitherto for a single session of a 
book sale in this country dealers 
could not recall last night, but ex- 
pressed certainty that no previous 
total had ever reached last night’s 
record.

WEST POINT !S_ PRAISED 


Gen. Smith Says Academy Stands 
Between the Nation and 
Possible Disaster 


The importance of the United 
States Military Academy at West 
Point and its powerful influence, not 
only in national] affairs but in virtu 
ally all modern warfare, was de 
scribed last night by Major Gen. 
William R. Smith, superintendent of 
the academy. A native Tennesseean, 
he spoke at the annual Jackson Day 
dinner of the Tennessee Society of 
New York at the Park Lane. About 
250 guests were present, including 
Norman W. Davis and other promi- 
nent Tennesseeans. Charles Cason, 
vice president of the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank, presided, and Dr. John 
H. Finley was the other speaker 
There was dancing afterward 

‘The supreme importance of West 
Point is but faintly appreciated,”’ 
said General Smith “Few realize 
that actually West Point stands be- 
tween the nation and possible dis 
aster. 

‘This is not a militaristic country, 
and it never will be. But at Wes! 
Point the cadets are taught to think 
nationally. In the shifting currents 
of modern civilization in this coun- 
try, with the changing ideas that rise 
from immigration, that is very im- 
portant. 

‘“‘No nation has a military school 
like it. In all the wars in which this 
country has engaged, except the 
Revolution and the War of 1812, 
when the school had hardly been 
born, its graduates have been con- 
spicuous.”’ 

Dr. Finley said that ‘‘with 99 per 
cent of Tnenessee native born, that 
State should be America’s best cradle 
and school.’ 

Mr. Cason pointed out that yester- 
day was the 114th anniversary of 
Andrew Jackson's victory at New 
Orleans and the present year the 
centenary of his first elevation to 
the Presidency.

SON OF J. G. M’CRORY 
FATALLY SHOT IN HUNT 


Shot From Companion’s Gan in 
Florida Pierce His Body—Was 
Official in Store Chain.

ORLANDO, Fla., Jan. 8.—-Van C. 
McCrory, aged 32, son of John G. 
McCrory, head of the five and ten 
cent store combination, was _ shot 
dead while on a hunting expedition 
near his father’s 10,000-acre ranch 
and game preserve in Orange County 
late this afternoon. He was shot by 
Raymer F. Maguire, an Orlando law- 
yer, a close friend of McCrory and a 
relative by marriage. 

The accident occurred while the 
two were riding horseback in quest 
of deer. Maguire's gun discharged in 
some unexplained manner and the 
load entered McCrory’s back just be- 
low the right shoulder. He died a few 
minutes later from an internal hem- 
orrhage, caused when some of the 
shot penetrated his right lung. 

Orange County officers said tonight 
that the shooting was accidental and 
that no inquest would be held. 

An attempt is being made to locate 
the elder McCrory, who is believed 
to be in Pennsylvania. 

Van McCrory came here just be- 
fore the Christmas holidays with his 
family to enjoy a season of sports 
on his father’s hunting preserve. 

Mr. McCrory was educated at Cul- 
ver Military Academy, Phillips Exeter 
Academy and Columbia University. 
His home was at 160 Prospect Street. 
Ridgewood, N. J. 

He was an only son and first vice 
president of the McCrory Stores Cor- 
poration, 

He leaves a wife, a son, John G.

STONY POINT, Jan. 8.—Worried 
lest the lack of snow in the Palisades 
Interstate Park continue until Jan.! 
20, when the Eastern State ski-jump- 
ing tournament is to take place, and 
prevent use of the toboggan slides, 
Major W. A. Welch, chief engineer 
and general manager of the park 
system, announced today that if snow} 
failed to fall he would manufacture 
some himself in Bear Mountain 
Park. 

To prove that he was no rash opti- 
mist, he manufactured some today, 


and employes and guests enjoyed the 
day coasting down toboggan slides of 
home-made snow. The snow consist- 
ed of artificial ice, crushed and dis- 
tributed in the path of the tobog- 
gans. 

‘“‘We have been praying for days 
for snow,’’ Major Welch explained. 
‘‘We will need a lot for the ski-jump- 
ing contests, but none has come. So 
we made some of our own in our re- 
frigerating plant. We made ice and 
ground it up. It’s simple.’’ 

The ice is cut up as fine as powder 
in a grinding machine operated by 
employes in their spare time.

to 344. 

The number of new cases of pneu- 
monia also rose yesterday, 324 cases 
being reported. 

Although yesterday’s figures for 
both diseases were the largest for a| 
single day since 1926, Health Com- 
missioner Wynne aagin emphasized | 
that they were not of epidemic pro-| 
porgions, and also pointed out that | 
the death rate for both influenza 
and pneumonia is very low. | 

“The increase today should not! 
cause public alarm,'’’ Dr. Wynne! 
said. ‘‘As in former years influenza 
is increasing at this season, but the 
peak should be reached soon, and 
then I believe there will be a decline. | 
Although the total so far this year 
is 1,550 cases, there have only been 
fifty-six deashs, a very low mortality | 
ratio.’’ | 

The commissioner expressed him- 
self as pleased with the results of| 
the Health Department’s: campaign | 
to stamp out spitting and said that 
it was undoubtedly an important!

Governor 
Moore's term ends in one week, when 
his successor, Morgan F. Larson, 
takes office. 

The retiring Governor suggested 
that New Jersey enter into a treaty 
with New York to regulate the dry 
season flow of the Delaware River 


and the Wallkill. 


Making an indirect reference to 
Commissioner Whalen’s recent activi- 
ties to clean up New York, the Gov- 
ernor answered what he called ‘‘a 
demand on the part of some our citi- 
zens and press for action on the part 
of the Legislature’’ by saying that 
the police can take care of the situa- 
tion. 


“The unusual activity of large 


| cities in neighboring States in round- 
| ing up criminals will no doubt result 


in some of them seeking refuge in 
New Jersey.”’ he said. ‘“‘It seems 
to me that the need is not so much

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MR. ROOT AND THE COURT. 


ELIHU Roor told the reporters 
last Summer that he had retired 
from politics, and it is known that 
he has relinquished active practice 
of the law. But to one kind of appeal 
for service he still responds. When 
the League of Nations asks him to 
be one of the committee of jurists 
who are to study the statute of the 
World Court, with a view to its 
revision in certain particulars, Mr. 
Root forgets his years in the pres- 
ence of the opportunity to do one 
more useful piece of work in behalf 
of international justice. Being him- 
self, as is universally recognized, the 
chief founder of the International 
Tribunal of Justice, in the sense that 
his ingenious mind gave birth to the 
plan for its constitution, he natural- 
ly would desire to see the work of 
his own hands perfected. Just what 
defects the experience of the court 
has found to require correction does 
not plainly appear. Apparently they 
relate chiefly to’the number of 
Judges, the length and frequency of 
sessions and possibly the provision 
about giving advisory opinions on 
the request of the Council of the 
League of Nations. Whatever the 
problems are which are to engage 
the attention of the jurists, they well 
know that it would not be possible 
to bring to their solution a greater 
skill or an intelligence more lumi- 
mous than those of Mr. Root. 

Speculation will be busy with the 
question whether any slight recast- 
ing of the World Court, which may 
be achieved with the help ef Mr. 
Root, will hasten the entrance into 
it of that notorious laggard, the 
United States. So great a weight of 
judicial and statesmanlike—and even 
Republican—authority has already 
been put into the scale in favor of 
our adhering the World Court 
that one slight push more may be 
sufficient to insure a decision. Irre- 
spective of that possibility, it is re-

MEDICAL PROGRESS. 


It would be pleasant if looking 
back over the past year’s advance in 
medicine one could see clear sign- 
posts indicating discoveries for the 
cure of all the ailments against which 
science has been contending. Prog- 
ress has resulted from the year's 
labors, but the New York Academy 
of Medicine reports that there have 
been no epoch-making discoveries. 
It is particularly difficult to point to 
the precise moment when any great 
medical discovery is made. It is as 
true as in other lines of research 
that each man builds on what his 
predecessors have done, and that 
credit given to one person should 
more reasonably be distributed 
among many. But at least the dis- 
coveries outside of medicine have the 
advantage of being quickly proved. 
The testing of medical discoveries 
involves hundreds of cases and re- 
quires many months. Perhaps some 
things dug out this year will be tried, 
questioned, altered and finally cor- 
roborated five years hence. Medical 
research necessarily is lacking in the 
spectacular. 

Though it moves thus tentatively 
and by a series of suspended judg- 
ments, it nevertheless does move. In 
1928 substantial progress was made 
in the treatment of a number of in- 
fectious diseases, in methods of 
anesthetizing, in accident surgery, in 
heart disease, cancer, gynecology, 
sinus trouble and pernicious anemia. 
Everybody, not excepting the butch- 
ers, knows about the use of liver for 
all forms of anemia. Iodized oil has 
been found useful in the diagnosis 
and treatment of diseases of head 
sinuses. For some reason they seem 
to have grown more common in re- 
cemt years, and not only 
they are extremely painful but be- 
cause they set up conditions leading 
to other trouble people are glad to 
know that relief is in sight. 

In connection with experiments in 
killing cancer or tumor cells X-rays 
and radium rays have been studied. 
It has been established that the 
wave length is of no consequence, 
the selection now depending only on 
the distance of the cell from the sur- 
face and on its sensitivity to radia- 
tion. Cancer of the skin occurs most 
frequently among pensons exposed 
to excessive sunlight, and experi- 
ments with ultra-violet radiation 
confirm the suspicion of scientists 
that in certain cases the lamps now 
so popular for home use may have 
dangerous results. The information 
bureau of the Academy of Medicine

warns against the indiscriminate use 
of ultra-violet radiation lamps by 
the public. It points to the history 
of the X-ray, which when discovered 
was carelessly employed and led to 
deaths, and which “should 
“serve aS a warning in the case of 
“the ultra-violet radiations.”

trial accidents has advanced greatly. 
Immediate attention for accident 
cases, especially in fractures, is the 
ideal, and hospitals are being staffed 
so that a broken bone will receive 
treatment as speedily as that ac- 
corded a ruptured appenvix. A new 
method of relief for the burns which 
frequently in industry has 
been found. A year or two ago, if a 
third of the skin was burned doctors

RAPID DIGGING. 


“ Hit-the line hard” was a favorite 
motto of THEODORE ROOSEVELT. Mr. 
DELANEY and his associates on the 
Board of Transportation to 
have applied it to the business of 
digging subways.

a museum is one of the recognized 
institutions of popular culture in 
every great world capital; and New 
York is still relatively far behind 
Paris, London, Vienna and Berlin. 

In April the museum will com- 
plete the sixtieth year of its exis- 
tence. Remarkable as its develop- 
ment has been, it has not yet reached 
the full stature of the twenty-one- 
section plan, which was made for it 
by OLMSTED in 1875. By 1939, the 
seventieth anniversary, it is hoped 
to see it stand substantially com- 
plete in the titanic dimensions then 
designed for it. Meanwhile, it has 
made such demonstration of its edu- 
cational value as to deserve the in- 
creased endowment. Its great halls 
are literally the “‘ corridors of time.” 
The people of this city should bal- 
ance its budget themselves. 


THE FUTURE OF BOXING. 


Such great dmounts of capital are 
invested in boxing contests, and the 
public pays such large sums to see 
them, that the death of GEORGE L. 
RICKARD, following the retirement of 
GENE TUNNEY, brings dark days to 
what must be considered one of the 
big American industries. English 
newspapers publish with various ex- 
clamations of awe the purses gar- 
nered by our top-line heavyweights 
for a few minutes’ work in the ring, 
and the fact that ringside seats have 
sold for as high as $50 each. The 
man who brought boxing promotions 
into the realm of high finance was 
Mr. RICKARD himself. 

The financial troubles of the ring 
really began the night at Philadel- 
phia when TUNNEY won the heavy- 
weight championship from JACK 
DEMPSEY on “ points.” The difficulty 
grew when TUNNEY again won from 
DEMPSEY on points in a return bout. 
DEMPSEY'S ring work and personality 
are full of color, and RICKARD knew 


how to capitalize it into huge purses, . 


huge admission prices and huge 
profits. It was that color and 
RICKARD'S understanding of how to 
transmute it that really built Madi- 
son Square Garden. As soon as 
DEMPSEY announced his retirement, 
and from the uninteresting list of 
challengers TUNNEY selected the 
most uninteresting (i. e., least color- 
ful) of them all, HEENEY, even RICK- 
ARD was unable to keep a champion- 
ship fight on the high financial plane 
of the others, and his promotion went 
into the “red.” The subsequent re- 
tirement of TUNNEY left the heavy- 
weight division without a fighter 
whom the public would pay highly 
to see, and RICKARD was engaged in 
an effort to whip up some new in- 
terest when he fell ill and died. 

Now the problem of RICKARD’S | 
successor is before the financiers 
whom he interested in the commer- 
cial possibilities of sports promotion 
and who built the Garden for him. 
They have many other interests, 
showing good and bad financial re- 
turns, but in none of them the 
management problem so serious as 
is the one presented by the death of 
RICKARD and the retirement of TUN- | 
NEY. If it had not been for RICKARD 
not one of these financiers would be | 
dealing with the problem now. Their | 
presence makes it a major financial | 
subject; it is one thing to find a 
house manager for the Garden itself, 
but quite another to discover one 
who can put the whole world into a/| 
fever of expectancy for weeks before 
an ordinary prizefight. For that is | 
what brings in the dollars. 

Probably the result will be that | 
the purses and admission fees will 
come down to a sensible level and 
stay there. If that happens, general 
economics will seem more reasonably 
spaced.

Court Has Decided Regarding 


Statute of Limitations Under the 1918 and 1924 Revenue Ag,

The proposition to perpetuate the 
statute of limitations by the enact- 
ment of retroactive legislation has, 
in part, been defeated by a recent 
decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court. The principle involved 
is important and far reaching. Al- 
though the amount involved was 
comparatively small, the litigation 
was hard fought by both sides. 

The case, known as the United

Justice Field said of 
this decision: ‘‘This made it clear 
that a treaty is not the ‘supreme law 
of the land’ except as Congress 
makes it so. Congress can, without 
violation of the Constitution, repeal 
or amend any part of a treaty even 
without securing the consent of the 
other party to the treaty and even 
without conference.” (Chae Chan 
Ping v. U. S., 130 U. S. 581. All other 
cases are to the same effect.) 
Governments do ° break’ thei 
treaties, even in times of peace, and 
even by mere legislative enactment. 
And in so doing they are abun 
dantly supported, at least our own 
is, by the Supreme Court, which does 
not make any bones of the fact that 
a treaty is being violated. On this 
point let those read who have no time 
for the history of treaties in general, 
Major John Bigelow’s ‘‘Breaches of 
Anglo-American Treaties’’ Helen 
Hunt Jackson’s “A Century of Dis- 


nonor,”’ showing that practically 
every treaty made by our govern 
ment with the Indians has been 


broken by the government; Sir Ar 
thur Ponsonby’s ‘“‘Wars and Trea 
" and on.

been acquired by the Harvard 
Dental School Museum. 


The tooth, which measures 11 
feet two inches in length and 
weighs over 300 pounds, was 


found by Dr. Adelbert Fernald, 
curator of the museum, in a bank 
of the Porcupine River, a tribu- 
tary of the Yukon in Alaska.

out of the building to safety as 
calmly as if an ordinary fire drill 
had been in progress. 

Five minutes later the ground floor 
of the two and a half-story building 
was in flames and smoke filled the 
structure. Frantic mothers, at- 
tracted by the clanging of fire ap- 
paratus—three alarms had been 
turned in—hurried to the scene and 
argued hysterically with the police- 
men maintaining fire lines but were 
assured that none of their children 
| had been injured. 


Two Firemen Hurt. 


Two firemen were slightly hurt. 
One was taken to the Bradford 
Street Hospital. The fire was put 
out in an, hour after virtually de- 
| stroying the interior of the building. 
Damage was estimated at $75,000. 
Fire Marshall Brophy, who once at- 
tended the school, sald the fire was 
caused by a defective flue. 

Sister St. Clare, the principal, 


noticed smoke issuing from a flue 
in her office on the ground floor. 
As she leaned over to investigate 
the source of the wisps of smoke 
her cowl caught fire. She beat out 
the flame and then rang the fire 
alarm box on the wall in the room.

Fire Lieutenant George Thatcher 
of Hook and Ladder 107 suffered 
from inhaling smoke and. was taken 
to Bradford Street Hospital. St. 
Malachy’s Church, northwest of the 
school and separated from it by a 
wide yard and a coal yard across 
the street, were threatened by sparks 
for a time. 

“The teachers displayed great pres- 
ence of mind and the conduct of the 
children was excellent,” said Sister 
St. Clare afterward. ‘‘Phey left the 
building without any disorder. We 
checked them and instructed them to 
go straight to their homes as we did 
not want them exposed fo the cold. 

“Miss Mary Walsh, a lay teacher 
on the top floor, was especially care- 


ful not to frighten the children. She 
ordered them to get their history 
books and go to the basement. The 
children did not know there was a 
fire until they reached the first floor 
and saw the smoke. The danger of 
any panic was over then.”’ 

St. Malachy’s Parish was estab- 
lished in 1854 and the school, built 
| forty-five years ago, was a land- 
mark of East New York.

But these men were all competitors. It was Rickard

hill. This is taking too much for granted. It may be 
that there will be no more million-dollar gates for a 
time. The country could bear up under that calamity. 


But boxing will go rolling along, and the new Gar- 
den will go rolling along. It was built on a firm foun- 
dation. As a matter of fact, Rickard has taken little 
personal interest in the Garden bouts of the last year 
or so. When the Garden prices dropped to $5 tops, 
Tex signed his official papers simply as a matter of 
weary routine. That wasn’t really his trade. His 
fights were the battles of the century. His prices were 
$40, $50, $100 or whatever the law allowed for a ring- 
side seat. 

Those were the things that stirred the big promoter; 
the fights to be built up, the ballyhoo to be broadcast, 
the notable figures from all walks of society to be 
lured to the ringside, the imposing spectacle to be 
presented, and the record gate to ke counted as a final 
and satisfying ceremony. 


The Future of the Garden. 


It was Rickard who built the Garden, but his real 
game lay outside the Garden. The building wasn’t big 
enough to house his largest schemes. His heart was 
in his ventures at Toledo, Philadelphia, Chicago and 
the hope, never realized, of staging a world’s cham- 
pionship fight in London with one of the principals a 
British boxer. 


There seems no yeason why the Garden should not 
prosper even after the loss of a promoting genius like 
Rickard. It is a solid business venture, and a good 
business man should be able to run it on profitable 
lines. 

It is the general opinion that in Colonel John S. 
Hammond the Garden directors have chosen « thor- 
oughly capable man and one who has had consider- 
able experience in sports as well as in business and 
military life. 

The Saving Sport. : 

The overhead expenses of an establishment like the 
Garden are enormous. The appointment of Colonel 
Hammond as general manager recalls the fact that it 
was he, with the group of men behind the hockey 
team known as the Americans, who brought profes- 
sional ice hockey to the Garden and thus insured the 
prosperity of that institution. 

Leave out hockey, and the Garden would be running 
at a loss. No other sport could be substituted for it. 

Strenge to say, Rickard never thought that hockey 
would catch the public favor the way it has done. 
Colonel Hammond and other officials of the Amceri- 
cans had to talk fast to interest Rickard in their 
pioposition. When it was seen that the battles on ice 
were gaining favor rapidly, it was Colonel Hammond 
who persuaded the Garden directors to get their own 
team, the Rangers, under his supervision. 


Thus it appears that the new general manager has 
had some experience as a promoter and a successful 
promoter. The problem before him is to apply the 
same initiative, enthusiasm and ability to a bigger 
task in a wider ffeld. Meeting him, one gets the im- 
pression that he will measure up to the task.
